I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  your  Urban  District, 

The  live  birth  rate  for  1959  ^'■^as  l.’u  5 pei'*  thousand  of 
the  population,  the  corrected  rate  being  17.11,  This  compares 
with  the  birth  rate  for  England  cc  Wales  of  l6.5. 

The  crade  death  rate  for  1959  was  15,77?  the  corrected 
rate  being  12,45  compared  with  the  death  rate  for  England  Wales 
of  11,6,  Of  the  62  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  49  were  aged 
65  and  over. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  epidemic  of  influenza  in 
Janua.ry  which  probably  accounts  for  the  fact  that  20  cases  of 
pneumonia  were  notified  as  against  3 the  previous  year.  In  the 
Autumn  there  v/as  a widespread  ep^idemic  of  dysentery  in  the  area, 
35  cases  being  notified.  In  spite  of  active  measures  to  deal 
with  the  outbreak,  including  advice  on  hygiene  to  the  schools 
and  the  inspection  of  food  handling,  the  epDidemic  appeared  to 
run  an  uninterrupted  course. 

Tine  general  policy  of  health  education  has  been 
actively  pursued  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  has 
ever3A:bere  met  v/ith  interest  and  co-operation. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their 
interest  and  for  the  friend.ship  aiui  help  that  I have  received 
from  the  Officers  of  the  Council,

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for  1959 • 

The  amount  of  vi/ork  and  the  legislation  to  be  administered 
seems  to  increase  each  year.  In  1959  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act  came  into  operation  which  resulted  in  an  increase 
of  works  as  v/ell  as  v/idening  the  scope  of  the  duties  to  be 
carried  out. 

All  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  Public  are 
equally  important  and  every  effort  is  made  to  devote  time  to 
as  many  aspects  of  the  work  as  possible. 

Health  educations  a most  important  aspect  of  Public 
Healths  does  not  unfortunately  receive  as  much  attention  as  I 
feel  it  should,  but  in  1959  c'-H  attempt  was  made  to  organise  a 
carapaign  against  flies.  Posters  and  leaflets  were  distributed 
and  the  valuable  co-operation  of  the  Headmasters  of  the  Local 
Schools  was  obtained.  Prizes  were  offered  by  the  Council  for 
the  best  essays  on  subjects  dealing  with  the  fly  and  how  it  is 
a danger  to  health.  The  response  from  the  children  and  the 
entries  for  the  competition  were  excellent,  and  I feel  sure 
that  to  improve  the  outlook  of  the  Public  in  health  matters 
no  better  place  could  be  found  for  instruction  in  health 
education  than  in  the  schools.  Next  year  it  is  hoped  to  arrange 
more  health  educational  activities  in  the  way  of  talks  and  film 
shows . 


I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the 
Department,  and  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  year.

The  v/ater  supply  for  the  district  is  provided  hy  the 
Council  cud  is  obtained  from  deep  bores  at  the  Council’s 
Waterworks  j Southniinster  Road,  In  addition  to  the  dee-p  bores 
there  are  4 shallow  wells  at  the  Waterv/orks  but  these  are  hot 
in  use  at  present.  Samples  are  taken  from  these  shallow  v/ells 
at  intervals  to  check  the  bacterial  purity ; as  the  vmter  from 
this  source  may  be  required  to  supplement  the  town  supply  in 
periods  of  excessive  demand, 

Sanples  were  taken  as  follows 

No,  2 Borehole  - 5 samples. 

Holst  Tower  ~ 6 samples. 

Shallow  Wells  - 1 sample. 

In  all  cases  the  samples  were  found  to  be  of  a hi^  degree  of 

bacterial  xmrity. 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  other  well  supplies  in  the 
district  and  both  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Factories 


There  are  in  the  district  48  premises  which  are 
registered  under  the  Factories  Act,  Routine  visits  are  made  to 
factories  in  the  district  and  during  the  year  81  such  visits 
were  made. 


It  was  necessary''  to  require  the  improvement  of  the 
sanitary  accomraodation  at  one  of  the  premises. 

Defective  sanitary  accommodation  at  another  factory j 
which  was  referred  to  this  Council  by  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  in  the  previous  year,  was  brou^^t  up  to  the  required 
standard. 


As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Appendix  1 to 
this  Report  sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Factories  Act  1937. 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 


Under  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  1952  the  consent  of 
the  Local  Authority  is  required  for  the  mooring  of  houseboats  and 
the  placing  of  jetties  thereto  within  the  district.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  number  of  houseboats  for  v/hich  consent  had  been 
given  v^ras  18,  12  of  these  being  provided  with  jetties.  Three  of 
the  consents  were  granted  on  condition  that  the  decorative  state 
of  the  vessels  be  iraproved.  This  work  was  carried  out. 

No  further  progress  v\ras  made  in  connection  with  the 
breaking  up  of  the  derelict  iron  hulk  to  the  West  of  the  beach. 


MovaTjle  Dwelling:  and  CamTPing  Sites 


The  number  of  caravan  and  camping  sites  in  the  district 
remained  at  3 v;hich  included  that  ovmed  and  operated  by  the 
Council.  The  sites  are  in  use  from  April  until  October  only. 
Each  of  the  sites  is  provided  with  a v/ater  supply  and  waterborne 
sanitation. 

The  site  operated  by  the  Council  was  improved  by 
the  provision  of  additional  water  supply  points?  and  the 
construction  of  a new  block  of  sanitary  conveniences  was 
completed. 

The  number  of  campers  using  the  Council’s  site  is 
steadily  increasing  and  a separate  area  is  being  set  aside  for 
this  purpose.  Adequate  sanitary  accommodation  will  be  required 
for  the  persons  using  this  site. 

Additional  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  at  one 
privately  ovmed  site. 

3U  visits  were  made  to  movable  dwelling  sites  to 
ensure  the  maintenance  of  sanitary  conditions  and  both  private 
sites  were  well  managed  and  gave  little  cause  for  complaint. 

More  frequent  emptying  of  dustbins  was  required  at  one  site. 

One  licence  was  granted  to  a person  to  erect,  station 
and  use  a movable  dwelling. 

Applications  were  received  from  several  persons 
wishing  to  erect,  station  and  use  caravans  in  various  parts  of 
the  district.  The  present  law  dealing  with  caravans  leaves 
much  to  be  desired  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  forthcoming  nev; 
legislation  will  give  more  effective  means  of  control  to  local 
authorities.

Progress  continued  in  securing  the  demolition  of 
properties  in  Clearance  Areas  and  others  subject  to  Demolition 
Orders, 


A total  of  14  properties  v/as  demolished,  comprising 
3 properties  in  Clearance  Areas,  2 not  in  Clearance  Areas  and 
9 temporary  huts  ovmed  by  the  Council  and  certified  as  unfit 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Pour  houses  ovmed  by  the  Council  were  certified  as 
unfit  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  will  be  demolished  in  due 
course. 


Three  families  consisting  of  9 persons  were  rehoused 
by  the  Council, 

All  18  houses  v/hich  were  included  in  Clearance  Areas 
have  now  been  demolished.  Seven  properties  which  are  subject 
to  Demolition  Orders  remain  to  be  demolished. 

Statutory  Notices  under  Section  9 of  Housing  Act 
1957  were  served  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  owners  of  l6 
properties. 

The  Rent  Act  1957  not  produce  many  applications 
for  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  In  all  3 applications  were 
received  and  in  every  case  the  landlords  gave  the  necessary 
undertakings  to  the  Council, 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  resulted  in 
9 applications  for  Standard  Gr.ants,  all  of  which  were  approved. 
In  every  case  the  applicant  was  the  o\7ner  occupier  of  the 
property;  no  landlords  have  so  far  taken  advantage  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

No  Discretionary  Grants  have  been  made  by  this 
Authority.

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During  the  year  11  liconceR  v/ero  granted  Under  the

INSPECTION  i^ND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


No  serious  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were 
observed  during  the  year.  Improvements  were  carried  out  in 
a number  of  premises j better  facilities  and  equipment  being 
provided.  While  the  provision  of  better  facilities  and 
equipment  can  be  obtained  by  persuasion  and,  if  necessary, 
by  resorting  to  legal  proceedings,  the  use  of  such  equipment 
by  the  food  handlers  still  remains  a matter  of  education. 

At  present  the  only  way  in  which  these  persons  are  educated 
in  food  hygiene  is  by  advice  given  during  routine  inspections. 
It  is  hoped  that  some  programme  of  talks  and  demonstrations 
can  be  arranged  in  the  future.

The  above  Order  made  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act 
1950  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June  1957?  and  was  administered 
hy  the  County  Council  until  January  1958  when  powers  were  dele- 
gated to  the  Burnham -on -Crouch  Urban  District  Council,  During 
1959  one  person  in  the  district  v/as  licensed  and  a previous 
licence  holder  discontinued  the  use  of  his  premises. 


COUNCII-  HOUSE  M.W.-.GEMENT 

The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  is  235.  Ibe 
supervision  and  maintenance  of  these  properties  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  Department.  No  direct  labour  is  employed;  all  the 
works  required  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  these  houses  are 
carried  out  by  local  Building  Contractors, 

Work  continued  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  flues  of 
certain  back  boiler  installations  which  v/ere  the  cause  of  smoke 
nuisances.  Eleven  such  alterations  were  carried  out  and  no 
further  trouble  has  been  experienced. 

Trouble  wns  experienced  in  the  structure  of  one  house,  a 
large  number  of  cracks  having  appeared  in  the  external  and.  internal 
walls.  The  found.ations  ucre  exposed,  and  various  tests  carried  out 
to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  defects.  Expert  advice  was  sou^t 
and  the  likely  cause  of  the  defect  was  thou^t  to  be  shrinkage  of 
the  clay  beneath  the  foundations.  It  was  decided  to  loostpone 
carrying  out  any  extensive  repairs  until  next  year  in  order  to  see 
whether  the  movement  of  the  v/alls  continued. 


The  external  decoration  of  63  properties  was  carried,  out 
and  18  windows  were  replaced,  in  certain  houses,  A total  of  434 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  contract  work. 


No  verminous  infestations  occurred  in  the  Council 
pi“oportlcs.  The  standard  maintained  hy  the  Council’s  tenants  is  in 
general  good. 

A new  system  of  ordering  repairs  was  hrou^t  into  operation 
at  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year  and  is  working  satisfactorily. 
A considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  saved  in  the  clerical  work 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  issuing  of  maintenance  repair  orders. 

The  following  table  shows  the  various  defects  and  items  of 
disrepair  v/hich  were  the  subject  of  complaint  or  were  discovered  as 
the  result  of  inspections  made.
